1 We recommend that you get competent firearms instruction in safe handling 
before using this firearm. Please ask your dealer. All guns are extremely 
dangerous if carelessly handled or used Remember that the firearm user is the 
primary "safety" srd to depend on any mechanical devices is lo be only half safe 

2. This firearm, will fire if a cartridge is in the chamber and the trigger is pulled and 
the safely is disengaged. 

3. DO NOT LOAD THIS BOLT ACTION RIFLE UNTIL YOU UNDERSTAND 
HOW THIS BOLT ACTION RIFLE OPERATES. KEEP this Bolt Action Rifle 
unloaded at all times except when ready to fire and you are sure of your target. 

4. ALWAYS carry this Bolt Action Rifle in a case or original box unloaded, 

5. NEVER point this Bolt Action R fle at anything that is not your intended target 
even if this Bolt Action Rifle is unloaded. When loading, cleaning, unloading or 
handling, always be sure the muzzle is pointed in a safe direction and always 
keep your finger off the trigger 

6. NEVER assume any gun is unloaded. Before handling, check to make sure 
the chamber is empty. See unloading instructions and then unload any 
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ammunition. Make sure you know that this or any firearm is fully un loaded before 
displaying or handling it. When handling any firearm, keep your fingers away 
from the trigger at all times until you intend to fire.

Get instructions from a competent firearms instructor before using this or any 
firearm. Learn from a professional how to handle, load, unload, operate, fire and 
care for your gun 

NEVER PLAY with your firearm. It is not a toy and can be a very dangerous 
weapon that can cause serious personal injury or death 

Always keep the gun pointed in a safe direction, Treat every gun as if it is 
loaded...all the time. NEVER point any firearm (loaded or unloaded) at any 
person or anything you do not intend to shoot. Always keep your gun unloaded 
until ready to use and make sure that it is unloaded before cleaning 

Keep your finger OFF the trigger until you are actually aiming at the target and 
ready to shoot. Learn to rest your finger outside of the trigger guard. 

A safety 
is only a mechanical device, not a substitute for common sense and qun safetv 
procedures. 

Never leave a gun unattended or where it could fell and fire.

Keep firearms u nloaded whe n not actually i n use, Load the gu n on ly when on the 

range preparing to fire and unload it before leaving the range. 

Never pul your hand over the muzzle of a gun. 

ALWAYS WEAR protective shooting glasses and hearing protection when using 
firearms. 

Spectators should beat least 10 feet behind and av;ay from the shooter while the 
shooter is loading, shooting and unloading. Spectators shoufb wear protection 
for hearing and sight loss and they should avoid distracting those shooting their 
firearms. 

Never drop your gun. If you do drop it. unload if and check it for pro per function 
before using it again. 

Do NOT alter or modify your gun. Don't try to change your gun’s trigger puli. 



because it may affect sear engagement and thereby cause accidental tiring. 

Do NOT remove any internal safety or safety device on the firearm. Safety 
mechanisms are designed to protect you from injury or death, 

Do maintain and keep your gun clean. Keep in a dry place away from other 
metals and water, If your gun shows sign of corrosion or improper operation, 
have it serv ced by a competent gunsmith 

Keep the muzzle pointed in a safe direction when loading and unloading your 
gun, Never point the muzzle at anyone. 

Never shoot at hard flat surfaces or water. ..bullets ricochet, 

if a gun fails to fire when the trigger is pulled, keep it pointed down range at the 
target for 60 Seconds. Sometimes slow primer ignition will cause a "hang fire" 
and the cartridge will go off after a short pause. If it still fails to fire, keep muzzle 
pointed in safe direction and avoid exposure to the breech, as you attempt to 
unload your firearm. 

Never let water, snow, mud or other material enterthe barrel Always besurethe 
barrel is free of any obstruction.

Since many ammunition identifications sound similar, be sure that you use only 
the correct ammunition for your gun Do NOT use the wrong size or wrong 
strength ammunition in your firearm, 

Repeated and prolonged exposure to gunfire may cause toxic levels of ead in 
your body. High levels of lead in the blood may result in cance', impotency. birth 
defects and other serious physical injury, When shoot rg indoors, make sure 
there is proper fresh air ventilation 

Teach children; 1. NOT to touch guns, bullets, cartridges, shells, flares or any 
explosive device and 2. If they discovery such a dangerous item or weapon, they 
must immediately report its location to their parents, school teacher or police. 
Remember a firearm has the capability of taking your life or the life of someone 
else. Be careful with yourfirearm - an accident is almost always the result of not 
following basic safety rules. 

HOME SAFETY IS PROBABLY YOUR BIGGEST CONCERN, We suggest a 
gun lock such as Master Gun Locks. They work on most firearms and are 
available in gun shops and sporting goods departments. For more information 
write: Master Lock Company, P.O. Box 10367 Milwaukee. Wl 53210. You have 
invested tnis much in your new firearm, now invest a little more in your family s 
safety. 
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USED FIREARMS - If you got your European American Armory firearm as a 
used gun, BEFORE USING IT you should unload it and check all Is functions to 
be sure it works correctly. Firearms are sometimes altered to work incorrectly, or 
parts may be removed, lost or replaced with incorrect parts. First, untoad it and 
check it yourself and then take it to a good gunsmith who knows European 
American Armory firearms, and have him examine it. 

WRITE US concerning any items or circumstances which you don t understand 
and which m ght relate to your safety and the operation of your firearm. 

WARNING 

BEFORE LOADING or firing a Bolt Action Rifle, examine the bore and the firing 
chamber to be certain they are clean and free of any obstruction. Even a heavy 
coat of oil, grease, snow or water may result in damage to the firearm and injury 
to the shooter and/or persons near the firearm. A misfire or unusual sound upon 
firing is a signal to cease firing and to examine the chamber and bore. If there 
Is any obstruction, clear the obstruction and clean the bore and chamber before 
firing. 

FIRING WARNING 

When shooting, full eye and ear protection is mandatory at ail times. Shooters 
and spectators must wear shooting glasses and sound suppressor to prevent 
eye injury and hearing loss. Vision toss $nd hearing impairment can occur 
with only one moment of non-protection. 

WARNING 

Any bore obstruction, even if it is only partly blocked, may cause the gun to bfow 
up if it is fired, or may cause damage to the gun such as a bulged barrel. To avoid 
injury or death to the shooter or bystanders. check the barrel before shooting or 
if a shot does not sound normal 

WARNING 

Always keep the muzzle pointed in a safe direction! Never attempt to load or 
unload any firearm inside a vehicle, building or other confined space (except a 
properly constructed shooting range). Enclosed areas frequently offer no 
completely safe direction in which to point the firearm. If an accidental discharge 
occurs, there is great risk of injury or property damage Before loading, always 
clean all, grease and oil from the bore and chamber, and check to be certain that 
no obstruction is in the barrel, Any foreign matter in the barrel could result in s 
bulged or burst barrel or other damage to the firearm and could cause serious 
injury to the shooter erto others. 

WARNING 

If there is any reason to suspect that a bullet or projectile is obstructing the barrel, 
immediately unload the firearm (See Unloading Instructions} and check the 
chamber and the bore. A buElet may be lodged some distance down the barrel 
where it can not easily be seen Check the bore by using a cleaning rod to pass 
through the barrel. If a blockage is in the bore, DO NOT ATTEMPT TO SHOOT

IT OUT WITH ANOTHER CARTRIDGE, OH BLOW IT OUT WITH A BLANK 
CARTRIDGE OR A CARTRIDGE FROM WHICH THE BULLET HAS BEFN 
REMOVED. SUCH TECHNiQUE(S) CAN GENERATE EXCESSIVE

WARNING (Mechanical Malfunctions) 

STOP SHOOTING IMMEDIATELY AND UNLOAD YOUR FIREARM if your 
firearm develops: a mechanical malfunction: binding or stoppage; spitting 
powder/gas: a cartridge primer is punctured; a cartridge case is bulged or 
rupaired or the sound on firing does no* sound quite right. Do NOT try one more 
shot but unload your firearm and take it and the ammunition to a qualified 
gunsmith or send it back to E.AA for examination. Do not assume that the Bolt 
Action Rifle is empty merely because you checked the chamber You must also 
check the bore for any fired cartridge jammed inside the barrel. 

External Control Parts: 

Safety : Your rifle has a push button, located at the front of the trigger guard, 
Moving the button rearward locks the trigger and bolt (red portion of safety is 
covered). Moving the button forward unlocks the trigger and bolt (red portion of 
safely showing). To load and unload the rifle move the safety button to the fire 
position so as to release the belt for movement. WARNING....KEEP FINGERS 

AWAY FROM TRIGGER DURING ALL SAFETY MOVEMENT. MAKE 

SURE YOU UNDERSTAND HOW THE SAFETY WORKS BEFORE YOU 
LOAD OR USE THE BOLT ACTION RIFLE).... NOTE: WITH SAFETY 
ENGAGED OR “ON” THE BOLT HANDLE IS LOCKED. SEE FlG 1

Trigger : Located in Ihe trigger guard, if the safety is disengaged and the 
mechanism has been cocked and the trigger is pull Bolt Action Rifle will 
discharge, if there is a live cartridge in the chamber. 

Rear Sight: Optional: Windage or Windage and Elevation adjustable. 

Scope Mount Rail . Optional Weaver^ Rail Type trade 

Bolt : Located in center of receiver, Used to load and unload round and houses 
firing pin assembly and is the firing mechanism, The bolt functions In a straight 
back and fourth movement. The black handle is moved rearward to open the bolt 
and extract a round or empty case. The bolt handle is pushed forward to close 
the bolt and pick up a round from the magazine. Note: The bolt contains a 
mechanism that prevents the firing pin from reaching the prime 1 unless the bolt 
is closed Warning: Even though the bolt contains this type of safety 
device, we strongly recommend that you always check that the bolt is fully 
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closed and you know where you are aiming 
before you pull the trigger no matter weather the 
safety is engaged or disengaged. Warning: Never 
force bolt closed, bolt should close easily. 

Magazine Release: Located under the receiver and 
in front of the trigger guard. Used to release and load 
magazine, push rearward to release magazine. 

Directions For Assembly 
Of Bolt Action Rifle: 

• t) Remove protective wrapping from rifle, with 
gun pointed in a safe direction open bolt to assure the 
action, is empty and free of debis.

* 3) Remove magazine and foad five or ten rounds of ammunition, make sure 
the ammunition is the type that is marked on the gun, (Fig 3)

' 5) Disengage safety (Fig 1) and move bolt to the rear position, now move the 
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bolt forward to strip around from the magaz.ne and 
insert it into the chamber. (Fig 5} Once loaded re¬ 
engage the safety and do not disengage safety until 
you are ready to fire. Whenever the rifle is loaded 
always keep rifle with safety fully engaged so as to 
lock boil and trigger and keep rifle pointed in a safe 
direction.

Make sure the Bolt Action Rifle 
is pointed in a safe direction to be fired. Warning- The 
Bolt Action Rifle will fire if the trigger is pulled and the 
safety is disengaged and there is a live round in the 
chamber and the bolt is fully closed. 


' 4) To reload after firing move bolt to the rear and 
eject empty case and then move bolt forward to strip 
another round from the magazine and insert it into the 
chamber repeal this process until the magazine is 
empty.

To Unload Bolt Action Rifle: 

* 1) Make sure the gun is pointed in safe direction and the safety is engaged 
and your fingers are away from the trigger.

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Cleaning and Maintenance Of Bolt Action Rifle 

Warning ; Check to make sure the rife is fully unloaded, see 
unloading instructions 

A) Follow procedures for unloading Bolt Action Rifle as described previously. 

B) Follow procedures for disassembly of Bolt Action Rifle as described 
nreviously. 

C) Materials needed to clean this Bolt Action Rifle are: a cleaning rod, cotton 
oore patches, brass bone brush, powder solvent, a small soft brush and good 
quality gun oil. 

WARNING: Lead or lead compounds are known to the State of California to 
cause cancer birth defects, reproductive toxicity, and other serious physical 
injury, Those who clean firearms should take protective measures to avoid 
contact or exposure to such chemicals, 

There is no excuse for not being careful . 

D) Using the bore brush with powder solvent scrub the barret and chamber to 
remove any powder and lead residue in the bore. Always and lastly, swab with 
cotton patch wi(h gun oil to coat and protect the bore and chambers from rust 
and corrosion, 

E) Any powder fowling on the firing wall, barrel, etc. can be easily cleaned with 
a brush and powder solvent. 

F} All external surfaces should be wiped down with a light cost of rust 
preventative. Avoid using too much oil as dust and/or debris can get trapped in 
the oil creating a gurri that in time will cause misfires. 

G) CAUTION in using solvents in gun bore cleaning Prolonged or excess 
contact with finish or bluing can damage the gun's finish. Be sure to wipe away 
all excess solvent and then lubricate with oil 

FI s A gun should be cleaned after firing. In addition, external parts should be 
wiped with an oiled doth after handling. A light oil is ordinarily all that is 
necessary in cleaning if the gun has not been fired or fired very little If a gun is 
used frequently, it must be cleaned after each firing and regularly serviced by a 
professional gunsmith. If the gun has been stored, remove all excess oil and/or 
grease before firing. Always check to be sure that no cleaning patch or other 
obstruction remains in the bore or chambers before firing. 

DANGER - AMMUNITION WARNING 

Firearms may be damaged and serious injury or death to the shooter or 
bystander may result from any condition which contributes to the generation of 
excessive pressure or uncontrolled release of gas within the firearm. Such
